I "beg  to  submit  ray  eleventh  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ended  31s1l  December , 1962,  and  to  record  that, 
it  was  again  a good  year  for  health  in  the  Urban  Area, 

Although  the  Registrar  General’s  Mid-year  estimated 
papulation  showed  a decrease  of  twenty  over  the  previous 
year,  there  were  five  more  births  and  only  one  more  death. 
There  were  no  infant  or  maternal  deaths  ahd  no  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

My  report  has  again  been  divided  into  two  sections:- 

(1)  Medical  Statistics,  and 

(2)  Sanitary  circumstances  in  the  area. 

The  second  part  has  been  prepared  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  I wish  tp  take  this  opportunity  of

No  cases  were  notified  in  the  area  during  the  year, 
IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATIONS 
DIPHTHERIA 

For  at  least  fifteen  years  no  diphtheria  has  occurred 
in  the  area  and  no  case  was  notified  in  the  County,  But  parents 
should  be  reminded  that  the  disease  could  recur  in  this  district 
if  a high  level  of  immunity  is  not  maintained  in  children,  A few 
cases  occur  in  this  Country  every  year,  so  parents  are  again 
advised  to  ensure  that  their  children  are  protected  by  obtaining 
the  necessary  inoculations  from  their  Family  Doctor  or  at  the 
Infant  Welfare  Clinic,  which  is  held  on  alternate  Ytfednesday 
afternoons  at  the  Church  Hall,  from  2-4  p.m. 

During  1962  most  children  received  a combined  triple 
injection  against  diptheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  18 
children  .under'  five  years  received  this,  one  received  a combined 
diphtheria  and  tetanus  injection  and  3 were  inoculated  against 
whooping  cough  only  and  one  received  a booster  dose  against 
diptheria.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

WATER 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  Town  is  obtained  from  two 
sources  (a)  Maesevan  Reservoir  and  (b)  Llandyfan  Spring. 

Maesevan  Reservoir  is  situated  2^  miles  from  the  Town 
at  397-0. D*  and  110  feet  above  the  highest  point  of  the  Town. 
This  supply  is  derived  from  land  springs  above;  the  reservoir 
the  latter  having  a capacity  of  1,000,000  gallons* 

llandyfan  Spring  is  situated  5 miles.  from  the  Town  at 
480  feet  O.D.  and  193  feet  above  the  highest  point  of  the  Town. 
The  supply  is  derived  from  a spring  in  a limestone  stratum,  with 
an  estimated  overflow  of  1,000,000  gallons  per  day. 

Both  supplies  are  conveyed  by  gravitation  to  the  Town 
in  3 11  cast  iron  pipes.  The  Maesevan  pipe  line  is  approximately 
100  years  old.  Examination  of  the  interior  surfaces  of  the 
pipes  show  considerable  incrustation.  .The  Llandyfan  mains 
are  in  good  condition  although  60  years  old.  This  supply  is 
chlorinated  at  the  rate  of  3 parts  per  million,  with  a Wallace 
and  Tier-nan  plant  at  Derwy&d. 

The  Town  mains  supply  part  of  Ffairfach  and  Rhosmaen  in 
the  Llandeilo  Rural  Area  and  the  total  population  supplied  is 
approximately  4,000*  The  average  daily  estimated  consumption 
is  100,000  gallons „ All  Town  properties  have  a piped  supply, 
and  none  are  supplied  from  standpipes.  The  number  of  Dwellings 
in  the  area  is  594. 

Adequate  supplies  are  available  during  the  year. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  Sewers  of  the  Town ’.are  combined,  taking  both  sewage 
and  surface  water.  The  sewers  serve  the  Town  with  the  exception 
of  several  houses  in  the  Nantyrhibo  area.  The  sewers  are 
constructed  in  stoneware  pipes  and  culverts.  The  sewage  is 
treated  at  the  Joint  Sewage  Works  at  Pfairfach. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


A twice  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  made 
throu^iout  the  town.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  direct 
labour. 


A collection  of  Trade  Refuse  is  carried  out  once,  weekly. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  on  a tip  outside  the 
District,  owned  and  controlled  by  a private  individual. 


RODENT  CONTROL
